“By last 
n ig h t’s 
papers,” 
said 
Curry, I see th a t Supervisor Riley 
dragged my nam e into a piece of 
trouble th a t in no w ay concerns 
’ me. He said he hoped he was a 
friend of mine, y et he w anted to and 
did say th a t I am not fitted into 
his idea of w h at m akes a welfare 
director, and I am not constituted 
tem peram entally for dealing with 
unfortunates. 
“I can see no possible excuse for 
H r. Riley’s action in dragging me 
into the m atter. I w as welfare di­ 
rector for five years. I filled the 
job conscientiously, w ith conscience 
tow ard the tax p ay er a s well as to ­ 
w ard those w ho deserved relief. A 
year ago last Ja n u a ry , Mr. Riley 
and other supervisors replaced me. 


“ S e rio u s M a tte r” 
“They, and not I, are responsible 
for w hat has been going on in the 
w elfare d epartm ent. If it were not 
so serious, the d ep artm en t’s rec­ 
ord for internal strife and for ex­ 
penditure of public m oney would 
be ridiculous. 
"Perhaps Mr. R iley’s reason for 
dragging my nam e into the u n ­ 
pleasant situ atio n th a t the present 
board finds itself in, is th a t he, like 
the boy w histling in the dark to 
keep up his courage, is m aking an 
attack upon me in a lam e effort to 
justify him self for having made the 
change. 
“Job W as Finished” 
“He m ay be sick a t heart. I su re­ 
ly would be if I w ere in his place. 
If so, he m ay be excused for try ­ 
ing to divert m om entary attention 
to somebody else. 
“I had every Intention of rem ain­ 
ing quiet. My job w as finished. I 
arn now devoting my tim e to 
my 
own affairs. I am a taxpayer and 
therefore have every right to in­

M eanwhile, encouraged farm ers 
anxiously w aited for new breaks, 
and attem pted to salvage a s m uch 
as possible from land doom ed by 
encroaching w aters. 
The farm tow n of S tratfo rd in 
the T ulare lake area, w as re p o rt­ 
ed out of danger by the sheriff’s 
office today. 
Crew s succeeded in 
patching the break on the south 
fork which yesterday flooded 1500 
acres, forced the evacuation of six 
fam ilies and closed the H anford- 
K ettlem an Hills highw ay.

C orcoran, was acknow ledged a to ­ 
tal loss by reclam ation officials as 
a resu lt of a 200-foot break in the 
levee which inundated 15,000 acres. 
Fleets of combines w orked and 
harvested as m uch as possible of 
the bum per grain crops grow ing on 
the land which au th o rities predict 
will be covered by 16 feet of w a­ 
te r in a short time. 
Only danger in the area now is 
from high winds which m ight cause 
w aves on T ulare lake to eat aw ay 
the protecting dykes, K aupke said.

GERMANY’S VOLKSAUTO 


Just now the big push in Germany is the 
newly announced volksauto (the People’s 
car). 
Adolf Hitler laid the cornerstone of the 
factory which is to build these cars, and 
every good German is expected to buy him­ 
self one pronto. 
The car will seU for $396, according to I 
advance prospectus. Whether they are to Ie 
sold on the installment plan, or just what 
sum per week the buyer is supposed to pay, j 
is not yet announced. 
This new car will be minus several gad­ 
gets that Americans are accustomed to see 
in even the cheaper American cars, for in­ 
stance soft upholstery, windshield wipers, 
cigaret lighters, dashboard clocks, etc. The j 
engines will be powered at 24 horsepower. I 
which Americans would consider not so hot 
for speed. 
Undoubtedly the engineering factors in 
the German car will be practical, for it has 
been designed after long tests by one of the 
most noted German mechanical engineers. 
It will seem like a long stride toward luxury 
for thousands who have no mechanical j 
transportation except b i c y c l e s or three 
wheeled motorcycles. 
Gasoline is reputed to cost 60 cents per 
gallon in Germany, but the average owner 
won’t take so many weekend trips as his 
American counter-part. 
A slogan has been adopted by government 
to boost sales of the volkscar—it is: “gain 
strength through joy. Ride the volkscar.”

REPRESENTATIVE GOVERNMENT? 


An off sidelight on the way representative 
government sometimes works, or fails to 
work, in America was furnished the other 
day in the capitol building of the state of 
Ohio. 
Ohio has a “relief crisis” on its hands; 
has had it, off and on, for a long time. From 
time to time the problem has Iteen handed 
to the legislature, but each time the legis­ 
lature has stalled and fumbled and let the 
problem slide. 
So the other day the speaker of the House 
called an unusual conference at the capitol. 
It was attended by members of the legisla­ 
ture, governor, and all the leading lobbyists. 
Primarily it was openly and avowedly a con­ 
ference of the lobbyists; and a veteran re­ 
porter covering the state house wrote of it 
as follows: 
“Despairing of the possibility that the leg­ 
islature would pass any program as long as 
powerful lobbies were opposing revenue-rais­ 
ing bills, the speaker called the lobbyists 
themselves into session.” 
These lobbyists included a group known as 
the Inter-Organization Conference, a busi­ 
ness lobby which is said to be “in virtual 
control” of the State Senate; The Township 
Trustees Association, which is said to have 
exercised vast control over the House; the 
school lobby, the State Farm Bureau, the 
Grange, and the State Federation of Labor. 
Now this action does not come close to con­ 
fession that the people’s elected representa­ 
tives have abducated their functions and 
have turned their consciences over to the 
lobbyists, it is hard to see just what it does 
mean. 
Certainly no legislature that felt its own 
sovereignty and recognized its clear duties to 
its constituents would fumble helplessly with 
a dire problem for months and then turn 
meekly to the representatives of special in­ 
terests with the humble request that it be 
informed what sort of bill it might be per­ 
mitted to pass. 
Yet this is rfb scandalously uncommon 
situation. In lesser degree the same sort of 
thing has happened, over and over again, in 
many other state capitals. The “invisible 
government” that reformers have been yelp­ 
ing about for so long is no isolated growth 
peculiar to Ohio. 
Instead, this sort of thing is part of the 
picture of American politics. Our elected rep­ 
resentatives have grown more sensitive to 
the appeals and commands of the pressure 
groups than to the requests of the voters 
And in that fact you have a large part of 
the exn*nnation for the inefficiency and un­ 
responsiveness of American state govern 
m e n u

hearing,’ as required by the Packers 
and Stockyards Act of 1921. under 
which the proceedings had originated. 
In the course of time the lower 
court decided "that the hearing be­ 
fore the Secretary was adequate and, 
on the merits, that his order was law­ 
ful.” So, fey a second time, the live­ 
stock agencies appealed to the high­ 
est tribunal, contending “(I) that the 
Secretary's order was made without 
the hearing required by the statute 
and (2) that the order was arbitrary 
and unsupported by substantial evi­ 
dence.” 
Referring to the contentions, Chief 
Justice Hughes called attention to 
the need of protecting the liberty 
and property of the citizen , . . "by 
the rudimentary requirements of fair 
play.” Continuing, he declared that 
“a fair and open hearing” was essen­ 
tial alike to the legal validity of the 
administrative regulation and to the 
maintenance of public confidence in 
the value and soundness of this im­ 
portant governmental process. 
The evidence, said the Chief Jus­ 
tice, showed that the marketing agen­ 
cies had been given no opportunity 
to examine the governmental find­ 
ings until served with the Secretary’s 
order. The Secretary himself admitted 
he had not heard the oral argument 
and that he had merely “dipped into” 
the testimony which covered about 
11.000 pages. He had issued the order 
after reading? summary of briefs and 
after conferring with “his subordi­ 
nates who had sifted and analyzed 
the evidence.” Such procedure, de­ 
clared the highest Court, "is more than 
an irregularity m practice; it is a 
vital defect.” "As the hearing was 
fatally defective, the order of the 
Secretary was invalid.” the Court’s 
opinion concluded. 
After the opinion was rendered. 
Secretary Wallace sought to present 
an alibi for himself by making public 
a letter addressed to Chief Justice 
Hughes, in which he claimed that his 
predecessor was the one who had been 
arbitrary In spite of this attempted 
alibi, the fact remains that Mr. Wal­ 
lace was the one who issued the 
order without taking time, as he could 
have done, to see that a full hearing 
was awarded the market agencies. 
But the real significance of the de­ 
cision may be seen in the sudden re­ 
alization by another federal agency, 
the Labor Relations Board, that some 
of its recent orders have denied fair 
play to certain industrialists.

tive and encourage* sloth and idleness and tends to 
cause the least fit to multiply and replenish the 
earth more rapidly than if the attem pt to eliminate 
poverty were not undertaken. 
This fundam ental principle of economics and bi* 
ology is so im portant, and there can be no real pros­ 
perity go long as society attem pts to do this, that 
it becomes the duty of every citizen to publicly 
attem pt to explain the impossibility of this practice 
of attem pting to artificially establish wages. 
As 
Jesus said, “The poor you have with you always.” 
And a concentrated attem pt to eliminate the poor, 
instead of eliminating it, greatly multiplies the poor. 
If society, instead of attem pting to eliminate the 
poor and showing discrim ination by laws and re­ 
wards, would attem pt to bring about conditions and 
free exchange so th at every worker could receive a 
higher unit return for his labor, then all the people 
could live better and millions of the people who are 
now just on the subsistence line would be able to 
Infinitely improve their well-being. 
It is not a pleasant m atter, of course, to advocate 
things that the m ajority of people do not agree with, 
but If one conscientiously believes that it is abso­ 
lutely necessary, it becomes a duty and it must bo 
remembered th at the columns of this paper aro 
always open for a free and open discuseion on theso 
vital points.
